J6  Individual  States  to  Have 
Right  to  Raise  Their  Own  Armies 

MOSCOW,  Feb.  1 UP). — The^ Supreme  Soviet  (Rus- 
sian Parliament)  adopted  unanimously  tonight  a proposal 
by  Foreign  Commissar  Vyacheslav  Molotov  giving  the  16 
individual  republics  within  the  Soviet  l/nion  their  own 
commissariats  of  National  Defence  and  Foreign  Affairs 
with  the  right  to  raise  their  own  army  formations  and  deal 
directly  with  other  countries. 

This  history-making  reconstruction  of  the  Soviet 
Union,  the  first  since  the  adoption  of  the  constitution  in 
1936  was  achieved  after  a four-hour  debate. 

The  Supreme  Soviet  also  elected  Nikolai  Shvernik, 
secretary  of  the  trade  unions,  as  first  vice-chairman  of  its 
presidium,  an  office  amounting  to  vice-president  of  the 
countiy.  His  name  was  proposed  by# President  Michael 
Kalinin.

The  Russians  obtained  (he  Karelo-

Into  the  Soviet  Union  as  a result  of 
the  war  with  Finland  about  five 
years  ago.  They  obtained  most  of 
the  Moldavian  autonomous  republic 
and  Bessarabia.  which  formerly  be- 
longed to  Rumania,  about  the  same 
time.  The  three  Baltic  republics 
were  taken  Into  the  Soviet  Union  In 
1940  When  Ru/u-la  was  strengthening 
her  strategic  position  in  preparation 
for  war  with  Germany. 

The  action  will  poae  some  delicate 
diplomatic  problem*  for  the  United 
States  In  respect  to  relations  with 
these  republics.  It  1*  assumed  that 
eventually  they  will  a.'k  diplomatic 
recognition  by  the  United  States  In 
some  form. 

Yet  the  United  State*  still  recog- 
nise* the  theoretical  Independence, 
at  least,  of  Enthonla.

concluding  phase  The  attainment 
of  victory  still  remains  the  para- 
mount task;  but  there  is  one  factor 
which  stands  out  very  clearly.  We 
have  pas^d  from  the  defensive  to 
the  offensive.  This  position  has  not 
been  reached  without  many  sacri- 
fices; nor  in  the  days  to  come  will 
there  be  a surcease  of  suffering 
Only  peace  can  bring  that  about. 
The  Government  is  deeply  oonsclous 
of  the  price  that  has  been  paid  by 
the  loss  of  loved  ones  who  suffered 
that  we  might  live  in  security  and 
that  subjugated  nations  might  be 
liberated. 

Since  the  LegLMature  last  con- 
vened. British  Columbia  again  has 
had  the  pleasure  and  honor  of  a 
visit  from  His  Excellency  the  Earl 
of  Athione, . Governor-General,  and 
Her  Royal  Highness  the  Princess 
Alice.  As  in  the  past.  His  Excel- 
lency and  Her  Roval  Highness  de- 
voted much  of  thPlr  time  to  visiting 
men  and  women  m the  services. 

The  appro*  ch  of  victory  brings 
with  it  newr  responsibilities  and  my 
Government  Is  prepared  to  meet 
them  fully  and  will  present  further 
legislation  designed  to  establish  a 
well-defined  programme  of  rehabil- 
itation within  the  scope  of  its  Juris- 
diction and  of  a type  that  will  con- 
form with  the  plans  devised  by 
Federal  authorities. 

The  urgent  need  of  positive  plan- 
ning for  post-war  rehabilitation  and 
reconstruction  calls  for  the  early 
and  concerted  efforts  of  the  National 
and  Provincial  Governments  in 
Canada.  My  Government  has  agreed 
lo  the  calling  or  a Dominion -Pro- 
vincial Conference  at  Ottawa  lo 
discuss  these  problem^  and  will  co- 
operate fully  In  such  measure#  as  \ 
will  best  advance  the  object  of  our  I 
common  purpose. 

Provision  will  be  made  for  the  | 
establishment  of  a Bureau  of  Post-  I 
war  Rehabilitation  and  Reconstruc- 
tion under  u committee  of  live  Cab- 
inet In  order  to  co-ordinate  the 
work  of  the  various  departments  of 
the  Provincial  services  and  to  fit 
those  measures,  which  come  within 
the  scope  of  Provincial  jurisdiction. 
Into  the  larger  programme  devised 
by  the  Dominion  authorities 
Appropriations  will  be  submitted 
lor  the  establishment  and  main- 
tenance of  a forest  products  labor- 
atory at  the  University  of  British 
Columbia  in  conjunction  with  the 
Dominion  Government  and  private  , 
industry 

Provision  will  be  asked  for  the 
creation  of  a British  Columbia  In- 
dustrial Research  Council  designed 
to  carry  on  general  research  work 
with  a view  to  expanding  secondary 
Industrie*  and  developing  wider  use 
of  by-products  from  the  manufac- 
ture of  our  natural  resources  to 
encourage  greater  development  after 
the  war. 

Legislation  will  be  introduced  to 
Implement  the  gift  of  1,000,000  arres 
of  land  to  British  Columbia  veter- 
ans desirous  of  taking  up  farming 
under  the  Dominion  Governments 
"Veterans’  Land  Act.  1943,”

Halifax,  who  was  speaking  lor  himscll  and 
not  for  Downing  Street,  leaves  Canada  very 
nearly  as  much  in  the  dark  as  if  he  had  not 
uttered  it  Where,  precisely,  is  Canada  to 
stand  in  the  peace’  Will  it  be  on  the  re- 
mote ami  untenable  plane  of  national  isolat- 
ism  ' Will  it  be  as  a bargain  hunter,  seek- 
ing the  most  lavored  coalitions,  those  offer- 
ing the  ripest  promises,  no  matter  from 
what  source'  Or  will  it  be  in  her  right 
place  as  one  of  the  senior  counsellors  of  the 
British  Umpire.'  Mr.  King  has  not  said. 

From  London  yesterday  came  the  report 
of  Prime  Minister  Churchill  s remarks  in  the 
House  of  Commons,  Westminster.  Mr. 

C hurchill  intimated  that  Lord  Halifax  was 
not  speaking  tor  his  Government,  but  for 
himself,  as  he  had  every  right  to  do.  Great 
Britain  s Prime  Minister  said  that  in  his  view 
a conference  of  Umpire  Premiers  was  t he 
place  to  discuss  this  question.  Such  a con- 
ference is  being  arranged,  and  indeed  it 
might  have  taken  place  lung  ago  but  for  the 
strange  aloofness  shown  by  Mr.  King  him- 
self 

By  this  time  Mr  King  will  know  that 
while  he  may  have  the  support  of  the  Bloc 
Populairc  in  Quebec  and  similar  small  lac 
tions.  he  is  not  speaking  for  Canada  at  the 
present  time  u hen  he  says  that  an  united 
Umpire  would  be  a menace  to  the  world 
The  exact  contrary  has  been'  proved  time 
and  again  by  every  test  of  history.  The 

real  truth  n that  Mr  King  is  not  prepared 
to  lead  thn  country  forward  into  the 
world  of  realities.  His  failure  to  do  so  in 
this  instance  provides  an  exact  and  unflat- 
tering measure  of  himself.

While  it  is  fair  to  recall  that  the  Province 
turns  over  $*>70,000  ol  its  motor  revenues 
to  the  municipalities  by  virtue  ol  statutory 
enactment,  there  is  no  doubt  at  all  that 
motorists  have  been  paving  ihrough  the 
nose  for  their  strictly  limited  concessions  on 
British  Columbia  highways.  We  have  shown
